ed and told so many conflicting stories 
Wednesday about the wreck of a Mis- 
souri Pacific freight train near the 
County hospital Sunday that exaspe- 
rated officers planned to have phy- 
sicians give him a sanity test Thurs- 
day. 


Tuesday the boy said that he and 


several other boys caused the wreck 
in which three persons were killed and 
$40,000 worth of property lost. 


Then he retracted his confession.

If Chicago, in 1935, had the same 


amount of typhoid fever that it had 
in 1890, in proportion to population, 
there would be some 60,000 cases of 
this,disease, and perhaps from 6000 to 
8000 deaths. Instead, according to the 
Journal's figures, Chicago has had 
less'than one death for each 100,000 
of its population since 1.925. 


To get an idea of how fast the fight 


against:typhoid has progressed, Chi- 
cago had about 16 deaths for each 
100,000 of its, population between 1906 
and 1919; 8 deaths to each 100,000 from 
1911 to 1915; 2>/4 from 1915 to 1920; 1% 
fiom 1920 to 1925; and only one death 
for every 200,000 population 
since 


then. 


Out of 14 cities in New England 


during 1934, there were nine with- 
out a single death from typhoid fever 
and not one had as many as two 
deaths for each 100,000 people. Out of

waffle iron among her wedding gifts 
Crisp, golend waffles delight the din- 
ner from breakfast to the after-movie 
party and even have a place in the 
main course or dessert. 


Rice waffles and creamed chicken 


or crcame dfish, plain waffles and 
maple syrup or honey; waffles find 
crushed berries; chocolate waffles and 
ice cream, ginger waffles and whip- 
ped cream and later in the season, 
green corn waffles, are just a few of 
the luscious combinations possible. 


And most important, waffles always 


can be made at the last minute, so 
they hold first rank 
of 
emergency 


dishes. 


Because waffle batter is a pour bat- 


ter, it's much more convenient to mix 
it in a pitcher and pour it on the 
waffles iron rather than clip it with a 
spoon from a mixing bowl. The Upper 
| bowls are attractive and I find them 
easier to beat in than a straight-sided 
pitcher. 


Wipe, Don't Wash 


Never wash a waffle iron! The metal 


must be seasoned before using, but 
after that, even this material should 
not be washed. After each 
baking 


wipe with soft crimplecl paper and 
remove all crumbs with a stiff brush 
kept for the purpose.
